5:45 p.B., walked down to Calhcuia Street, right on 
Calhoun to South Main Street, right on South Main, 
toward Huling Street. 

Mr. HOLT stated that at approximately 6:00 p.B., 
when he was in front of Ji«'s Grill, located at 418 South 
Main Street, Memphis, Tennessee, he was Instructed by a 
Memphis police officer or a Shelby County Sheriff's officer 
to go In Jin's Grill and to stay off the street until 
further notice. 

He stated he did not Knox, at that tlr.e, why he 
was Instructed to enter Jin's Grill. 

H ® satd later a police officer requested that he 
write his name and address on a piece of paper. He said 
it was shortly after the police of fleer cane Into Jin's 
vCl/J 1 ti>at he al,d others in there learned that MARTIN LUTHER 
KING had been shot. He said he left Jin's Grill at possibly 
7:30 or 8:00 p.ft., and went directly to hts residence. 

HOLT advised he did not hear the shot that 
killed MARTIN LUrHER KING. Fe said he does not recall 
meeting anyone on the street as he walked frwi Calhoun 
on South Main toward Jin's Grill. He said he does not 
recall seeing any cars parked oiu thfr^slrect or driving on 
the street while ho was walking tn Sooth Main Street. 

Mr. HOLT commented that oM- tons 1 y he met so*ne 
Individuals nr saw seine individual? on (he tvtrret and 
obviously saw cars driving on the street arid parked on the 
street ,_,but be was not aware of any of the activity on the 
street/ 
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Mr. HOLT said he did not notice any activity 
because he was concerned about getting to work and, 
therefore, did not notice what was going on in the 
i»-.*ediate area of Jim's Grill.
